Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Environmental  Health  of  the  Rural  District  for 
the  year  1971. 

The  statistics  relating  to  the  District  are  given  on  page  4  and  are  satisfactory. 

Little  serious  Infectious  Illness  was  reported  during  the  year.  That  which  occurred  included  one 
case  each  of  Viral  Meningitis  and  Dysentery,  In  addition  a  case  of  Paratyphoid  Fever,  contracted  whilst 
on  holiday  in  Italy,  was  notified  in  September.  There  were  fifty  cases  of  Measles  and  two  new  cases  of 

Tuberculosis . 

The  Public  Swimming  Pool  at  Thrapston  Secondary  School  was  opened  during  the  year.  Frequent  checks 
of  the  efficacy  of  chlorination  in  the  pool  have  been  made  and  bacteriological  examination  of  the  water 
was  found  to  be  satisfactory.  One  is  pleased  to  note  the  interest  of  the  public  in  the  promotion  of 
Water  Safety  and  it  is  earnestly  hoped  that  learning  to  swim  will  henceforth  be  an  essential  part  of 
every  child 9s  education. 

The  new  Regional  Sewerage  Disposal  Scheme,  commissioned  by  the  Council,  was  off  really  opened  at 
Thrapston  by  the  Earl  of  Gainsborough  in  May. 

In  the  Autumn  I  suggested  to  the  Council  that  members  of  the  staff  should  be  offered  vaccination 
against  Influenza  and  the  Council  readily  agreed.  Those  who  availed  of  the  offer  were  vaccinated  in 
December . 

The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council  have  been  as  helpful  as  possible  to  me  during  the  year  and 

I  would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  them  as  well  as  to  Mr.  Lewis  and  Miss  Langley  for  their  assistance

COMMENTS  ON  VITAL  STATISTICS 


POPULATION;-  The  Registrar  General's  mid-year  estimate  of  population  1971,  was  16,780*  This 
figure  represents  a  decrease  of  1,360  in  the  population  since  the  mid-year  estimate  for  1970  was 
made . 

BIRTHS;-  There  were  267  live  births  in  1971,  which  is  an  increase  of  six  in  the  number  of  live 
births  registered  in  the  previous  year.  This  gives  a  crude  birth  rate  of  15.9  per  1,000  population. 
The  corresponding  rate  for  1970  was  14.4.  This  rate  standardised  on  the  basis  of  the  age  and  sex 
composition  of  the  population,  gives  an  adjusted  rate  of  17.3.  The  adjusted,  or  corrected  birth 
rate  is  obtained  by  multiplying  the  crude  rate  by  a  figure  known  as  the  Comparability  factor.  This 
factor  is  supplied  by  the  Registrar  General  and  its  value  for  Oundle  &  Thrapston  Rural  District  is 
1o09.  The  adjusted  birth  rate  of  17.3  compares  with  the  rate  of  15o7  for  1970  and  the  provisional 
crude  rate  for  England  and  Wales  of  16.0. 

DEATHS;-  There  were  173  deaths  from  all  causes  in  1971 0  The  figure  for  last  year  was  209,  and 
the  corresponding  crude  death  rates  are  10.3  and  11.5  per  1,000  population.  In  the  same  way  as 
described  in  the  case  of  2.  Births  above,  the  Death  Rate  is  standardised  by  the  use  of  a  further 
Comparability  Factor.  In  this  instance  the  Comparability  Factor  supplied  by  the  Registrar  General 
is  unity  for  1971.  The  standardised  death  rate  is,  therefore,  represented  by  the  same  figure  as 
the  crude  death  rate.  The  provisional  crude  rate  for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole  is  reckoned  by 
the  Registrar  General  to  be  11.6.  The  chief  causes  of  death  are  Heart  disease,  Cerebral  Apoplexy 
and  Cancer,  in  that  order. 

INFANT  MORTALITY;-  There  were  four  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age.  The  infant  mortality 
rate  is  15.0  per  1,000  live  births.  The  rate  in  1970  was  11.5  and  the  provisional  rate  for  England 
and  Wales  is  18.0.  Two  of  these  deaths,  it  will  be  seen  from  the  accompanying  table,  occurred  in 
the  fifist  month.  This  method  of  expression  is  referred  to  as  the  Neonatal  Mortality  and  the  rate 
for  1971  is  7.4  per  1,000  live  births.  The  current  rate  for  England  and  Wales  is  12.0.  The  causes

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SECTION  B 

General  Provision  of  Health  Services 


In  subsequent  sections,  full  details  will  be  found  relating  to  infectious  diseases  and  environmental 
health  within  the  Rural  District,  for  which  the  Council  is  directly  responsible* 

The  present  section  relates  to  those  health  services  which  concern  the  personal  health  and  welfare 
of  the  individual  rather  than  public  health  and  the  community.  The  Health  Committee  of  the 
Northamptonshire  County  Council  is  responsible  for  administration  of  some  of  these  services  under  Part  III 
of  the  National  Health  Service  Act. 

Liaison  between  County  Council  services  and  District  Council  services  is  facilitated  by  the  fact 
that  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  also  a  School  Medical  Officer  and  Assistant  County  Medical  Officer. 

Laboratory  Facilities:-  The  Public  Health  Laboratories  at  Northampton  and  Peterborough  are  available  for 
the  examination  of  specimens  in  connection  with  the  diagnosis  and  control  of  infectious  disease.  Fourteen 
faeces  specimens  were  examined  during  the  year. 

Ambulance  Service:-  This  is  one  of  the  services  for  which  the  County  Council  is  responsible,  and  the 
area  is  adequately  covered. 

Domiciliary  Services:-  These  include  District  Nurses,  Midwives  and  Health  Visitors,  who  are  all  highly 
trained,  qualified  nurses  on  the  staff  of  the  County  Medical  Officer.  The  Home  Help  Service,  also 
provided  by  the  County  Council,  is  proving  more  and  more  valuable  in  relieving  people  of  domestic  worries 
during  periods  of  illness  or  confinement,  and  in  helping  old  folks  to  remain  in  their  own  homes,  so  that 
they  can  retain  their  treasured  independence.

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Upon  request  to  the  local  health  visitor  the  estate  car  will  call  at  any  other  village  to  convey 
any  mother  to  the  nearest  site  of  the  mobile  clinic.  Thus  child  welfare  facilities  are  now  available  to 
all  mothers  in  the  district. 

Immunisation  and  Vaccination  -  Immunisation  against  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough,  Tetanus  and 
Poliomyelitis  and  vaccination  against  Smallpox  are  free  services  available  either  from  the  family 
doctor  or  at  the  County  Child  Health  Clinics.  Certain  age  groups  of  children  can  also  be  given 
B.C.G.  vaccination  to  protect  against  Tuberculosis;  this  is  done  through  the  School  Health  Service. 

A  vaccine  for  the  protection  of  infants  against  Measles  is  available  and,  in  accordance  with 
the  policy  of  the  County  Health  Department,  a  campaign  for  the  control  of  and,  it  is  hoped, 
ultimate  eradication  of  this  disease,  was  commenced  in  the  Autumn  of  1968. 

National  Assistance  Acts,  1948  and  1951,  Section  47  -  These  Acts  give  Local  Authorities  powers  to 
enable  them  to  deal  expeditiously  with  certain  cases  of  persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention  which 
they  are  unable  to  provide  for  themselves  and  are  not  receiving  from  other  people. 

No  formal  action  was  taken  under  this  Section  of  these  Acts  during  1971. 

Seven  cases  were  visited  at  the  request  of  General  Practitioners  but  I  was  able  to  arrange  for 
sufficient  supportive  care  .in  the  home  and  in  this  way  compulsory  admission  to  hospital  under 
Section  47  of  these  Acts  was  avoided. 

Meals  on  Wheels  Service  -  The  Women's  Royal  Voluntary  Service  arranges  for  the  delivery  of  "Meals

A  weekly  collection  of  refuse  is  now  in  operation  throughout  the  area  and  the  bin-liner  system  is 
gradually  being  introduced  parish  by  parish. 

The  method  of  refuse  disposal  is  by  controlled  tipping.

Responsibility  for  notifying  a  case  or  suspected  case  of  Food  Poisoning  or 
Infectious  Disease  rests  exclusively  on  the  medical  practitioner  attending  the  patient 
unless  he  believes  that  another  practitioner  has  already  notified  the  case. 
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The  total  number  of  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases,  excluding  Tuberculosis,  notified  during  the 
year  was  fifty-two,  a  decrease  of  thirty-four  on  last  year’s  figure. 

MEASLES:-  Fifty  cases  were  notified  compared  with  eighty-one  cases  last  year.  One  child  was 
treated  in  hospital. 

DIPHTHERIA,  WHOOPING  COUGH  AND  TETANUS:-  Routine  immunisation  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  with 
Triple  Antigen  has  again  shown  its  efficacy  in  preventing  these  diseases. 

Immunisation  is  carried  out  either  by  the  Family  Doctor  or  at  the  County  Health  Department's 
Clinics.  No  cases  occurred. 

POLIOMYELITIS:-  This  is  the  fourth  disease  which  is  prevented  by  routine  immunisation  in  infancy. 
This  is  again  done  either  by  the  Family  Doctor  or  at  the  Health  Department’s  Clinics.  No  cases 
occurred . 


SCARLET  FEl/ER:-  No  cases  were  notified  during  the  year.  There  was  one  case  in  1970. 

GASTRO-INTESTINAL  DISEASES:-  One  isolated  case  of  Bacillary  Dysentery  due  to  Shigella  Flexner 
occurred  in  March.  This  case  was  contracted  outside  the  District. 

No  cases  of  Salmonellosis  were  notified.  There  were  two  cases  in  1970. 

INFECTIOUS  HEPATITIS:-  There  were  no  notifications  in  1971. 

UIRAL  MENINGITIS:-  One  case,  in  a  man  of  34  years  of  age,  was  reported  in  October. 

LEPROSY : -  The  Public  Health  (Leprosy)  Regulations,  1966  came  into  force  on  1st  March  1966. 

Under  these  Regulations,  cases  of  Leprosy  are  now  notifiable  to  the  District  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  and  not  as  heretofore  to  the  Chief  Medical  Officer  of  the  Department  of  Health  and  Social 
Security.  No  notifications  of  Leprosy  were  received. 

SMALLPOX:-  There  were  no  cases. 
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PARATYPHOID  B  FEVER A  case  of  Paratyphoid  B  Fever  in  a  ten  year  old  child,  contracted  whilst  on 
holiday  in  Italy,  was  notified  in  September. 

The  child's  mother  was  engaged  in  an  occupation  where  transmission  of  the  illness  was  possible 
and  she  was,  therefore,  excluded  from  her  place  of  work  for  a  period  of  one  month. 

The  child  responded  well  to  treatment  and  it  was  not  necessary  to  admit  her  to  the  Isolation 
Hospital . 

CHOLERA  TM  SPAIN:-  Fourteen  cases  of  Cholera  occurred  in  the  Provinces  of  Barcelona  and  Valencia 
in  the  first  week  in  September. 

It  was  necessary  to  keep  four  residents  of  this  County  District  under  surveillance  for  a  short 
period  on  their  return  to  this  country  from  holiday  in  Spain. 

1  LJBF  RCUL  0515;-  Three  names  were  added  to  my  Register  during  the  year;  one  of  these  was  an  "Inward 
Transfer".  One  name  was  removed,  being  now  healed.  There  were  no  deaths  classed  to  this  cause. 

STALF  MEDICAL  EXAMINATIONS?-  Two  members  of  the  Council's  staff  were  passed  as  medically  fit  for 
duty  during  the  year. 

ROAD  TRAFFIC  ACT,  1960  and  ROAD  SAFETY  ACT,  1967  (Heayy_Good  Vehicle  Driver  Licensing U-  Twelve  of 
the  Council's  drivers  were  medically  examined  during  the  year  and  passed  as  fit  to  drive  a  heavy  goods 
vehicle.
